Cliff 
Edge, which ran a mile in 1:37%, representing a 
new Canadian record for the distance. Cliff Edge 
met good opposition. Strong support developed for 
Lawton Wiggins and he went to the post a well- 
hacked favorite. In the early running Lawton Wig 
gins and Dinna Ken showed in front and led until 
entering the homestretch, where Cliff Edge went 
around on the outside with a rush and. assuming an 
easy lead, had a three-lengths advantage at the 
finish. Mr. Watkins saddled another winner in the 
tilth race, which went to Blackford. Like Cliff 
Edge, Blackford was easily itesf and Won with some- 
thing to spare. 

Sam Louis and Sain Hildreth again clashed in the 
selling races this afternoon. Mr. Hildreth furnished 
the winner ol' the sixth race in Royal Meteor, an 
odds on favorite. The latter had to bo hustled along 
to beat the speedy Rye Straw a length. It was a 
selling race and Royal Meteor was entered at $000. 
Mr. Hildreth was forced to go to $1,300 to retain 
him. The associations in Canada are profiting con 
sidernhly ns a result of this selling race activity, 
it lias been costly for Mr. Hildreth, who has been 
running some of ids horses cheaply.

SLIM HOPE FOR GITTINS BILLS. 

Albany, N. Y., July 3. — That tho bills designed 
1o relieve racing introduced by Senator Gittins, of 
Niagara Falls, will not pass during tho present ses- 
sion of the Legislature ts practically assured. One 
of the Legislators interested in the ‘hills, who ling- 
ered in Albany until yesterday, insisted that the 
supporters of the bill felt confident that Governor 
Dix would not sign them if they got as far as the 
executive chamber. “There would be no use putting 
a lot of men on record in favor of or against these 
lulls,” he said, “unless we had some certainty that 
the governor would sign them. Knowing that he 
will not, it is useless to bother any more with the 
measures. Maybe a more successful effort will be 
made next year anil maybe not. 

“The trouble is that many people have an entirely 
wrong idea about these hills. You would think to 
hear them talk that we intended ‘letting down the 
liars’ and ’throwing into operation again all of the 
gambling apparatus of the race tracks. That is 
decidedly not the case. 

“One hill proposes merely to define what a book- 
maker at the track Is — a man who accepts wagers 
from all comers — and the other hill attempts to 
change into sane legislation the hill which now 
makes directors of racing associations responsible 
for gambling, whether they had any personal knowl 
edge of it or not. 

“We proposed merely to protect them from erimi 
nal responsibility for something they had absolutely 
nothing to do with. We never did and never will 
attempt to Met down the bars’ to permit race track 
gambling. The racing associations don’t want to 
do that.” 

Representatives of tho reform associations work- 
ing in Albany against the hills have been giving 
out freely for several days that Governor Dix had 
given them assurance that lie would not sign the 
Gittins measures. Both hills are now in Ihe com- 
mittee of the Whole of the Senate and they may 
(rime up for discussion during the latter part of this 
week. 

Senator Gittins lias not as yet given up the fight, 
which he insists is prompted only by a sense of fair 
ness to the racing associations having a great deal 
at stake, and who will be put completely out of busi- 
ness if flic Dills do not become laws. 

Senator Gittins has felt for some time that he 
had enough votes in the Senate to pass the hills. 
But the dtseouragement which comes from the execu- 
tive chamber naturally puts a damper on his efforts.
